Praises  Spirit 
Of  Y Audience 

“I  noticed  all  the  young  peo- 
ple. . . They  look  so  fresh  and 
wholesome.” 

Carl  Sandburg,  distinguished 
poet-philosopher  who  visibly  im- 
pressed Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity as  its  forum  speaker  Wed- 
nesday, was  also  impressed  with 
BYU.  He  called  his  wife  at  their 
home  in  North  Carolina  to  tell 
her  so  Wednesday  night. 

Since  the  Wednesday  forum 
assembly,  Mr.  Sandburg  has  been 
staying  with  a BYU  faculty 
member,  Prof.  Karl  Young. 

The  Daily  Universe  did  not 
wish  to  interrupt  Mr.  Sandburg, 
who  is  presently  working  on  a 
new  book,  so  an  “indirect  inter- 
view” was  arranged  with  Prof. 
Young. 

“This  newest  work  is  a book 
of  prose,”  Commented  Prof.

Honor  Council’s  Appeal . . . 

BYU  Success  Depends  on  Students 


We  of  the  Honor  Council  have  a problem. 
In  the  past  we  have  tried  various  means  of 
appealing  to  the  students  of  this  university  to 
get  their  cooperation  in  making  the  Honor 
Code  effective. 

It  is'  obvious  that  any  code  of  conduct 
which  rests  upon  the  honor  of  the  individual 
must  have  the  support  of  the  studentbody  if 
it  is  to  be  successful.  To  gain  this  needed  sup- 
port we  have  tried  sundry  devices,  none 
of  which  have  achieved  the  success  we  hoped 
for. 

Finally,  it  has  occurred  to  us  that  if  we  were 
to  give  a clear,  concise  explanation  of  our 
problem,  this  studentbody  is  mature  enough 
to  recognize  its  responsibilities  and  react  ap- 
propriately. 

The  following  is  a copy  of  the  Honor  Code 
drafted  and  adopted  by  the  studentbody  of  the 
university  in  1949: 

BYU  HONOR  CODE 

“We,  the  students  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity, in  order  to  secure  a more  general  ad- 
herence to  our  ideals  and  standards  of  person- 
al integrity  and  social  responsibility,  do  estab- 
lish the  following  Honor  Code: 

“We  take  for  granted  that  enrollment  in 
this  university  assumes  acceptance  by  the  in- 
dividual of  the  moral  ideals  and  standards  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints. 

“We  feel  it  an  obligation  to  respect  the 
personal  right  of  others  in  pur  use  of  univer- 
sity facilities,  in  our  participation  in  school 
activities,  and  in  all  our  personal  relationships 
With  one  another. 

“We  believe  that  the  property  rights  of 
others  are  sacred  and  should  not  be  violated. 
Since  we  all  share  in  the  use  of  university 
grounds  and  facilities,  we  feel  that  it  is  our 
responsibility  to  respect  and  preserve  them. 

“We  believe  a high  sense  of  personal  honor 
and  integrity  is  imperative;  that  honesty  must 
prevail  in  all  academic  work;  that  our  lives  can 
be  enriched  only  to  the  extent  that  our  ac- 
ademic achievement  is  the  result  of  our  own 
effort. 

“WE  BELIEVE  adherence  to  these  ideals 
and  standards  by  all  students  can  be  most  ef- 
fectively brought  about  through  the  establish- 
ment of  an  Honor  System  to  improve  the 
quality  of  our  university  life,  and  an  Honor 
Council  selected  from  the  studentbody,  to 
help  towards  that  aim.” 

Though  one  of  the  provisions  of  this  code 
requires  adherence  to  standards  peculiar  to 
the  LDS  people,  the  majority  of  the  code  sets 
standards  that  are  basic  to  any  peaceful  and 
well-ordered  society. 


This  school  was  founded  by  a people  who 
considered  their  spiritual  values  more  import- 
ant than  family,  friends  or  material  comfort. 
This  university  was  founded  by  them  and  is 
maintained  by  tithes  today  to  foster  these 
ideals.  That  is  why  admittance  and  continued 
enrollment  at  this  university  is  predicated 
upon  a willingness  to  live  the  standards  of  the 
Honor  Code.  Any  time  that  a person  feels 
unable  to  live  these  standards  he  is  at  liberty 
to  sever  connections  with  the  school  which 
will  free  him  from  the  obligations  of  the  Honor 
Code.  Every  individual  has  the  freedom  to 
make  his  own  choice. 

NOT  ONLY  are  we  asked  to  live  the  code  j 
ourselves,  but  we  are  also  expected  to  help  j 
others  live  it.  To  put  this  in  the  venacular, 
we  are  asked  to  “squeal”  on  others.  It  is  our 
responsibility  as  members  of  the  studentbody 
to  help  enforce  the  Honor  Code. 

We  should  not  deceive  ourselves  by  be- 
lieving that  we  are  helping  an  individual  when 
we  encourage  him  to  violate  the  code  by  our 
silence.  To  keep  quiet  when  you  see  someone 
violating  the  Honor  Code  is  as  much  violation 
of  honor  as  is  the  offense  which  you  observe. 

At  West  Point  a person  is  expelled  from 
school  for  refusal  to  report  a violation  as  well 
as  for  the  violation  itself.  We  are  not  that 
stern  on  this  campus  and  unfortunately  there 
is  some  doubt  as  to  whether  we  are  as  honor- 
able. 

We  know  that  some  people  are  concerned 
about  what  happens  to  those  who  are  reported 
for  violating  the  Honor  Code. 

GIVEN  UNDERSTANDING 

Space  will  not  permit  us  to  go  into  a de- 
tailed explanation  of  the  proceedures  of  the 
Honor  Council  or  the  University  Standards 
Committee,  but  you  can  be  assured  that  the 
individual  is  given  personal  and  understanding 
consideration. 

The  students  on  the  Honor  Council  are 
responsible  for  cheating  and  Word  of  Wisdom 
cases.  The  Faculty  University  Standards  Com- 
mittee handles  the  more  serious  offenses.  The 
members  of  both  groups  are  sincere  in  their 
efforts  to  those  that  come  before  them. 

No  code,  no  matter  how  wisely  drafted 
or  supervised,  can  succeed  without  the  en- 
thusiastic support  of  the  students.  We  actually 
meet  very  little  outright  hostility.  Our  major 
problem  is  indifference  and  unconcern.  Now 
don’t  look  behind  you!  '*V 

We  mean  you  that  are  reading  this  article 
right  now.  We  are  accusing  you  of  being 
negligent  in  your  responsibilities  under  the 
Honor  Code. 

We  challenge  you  to,  and  pray  that  you 
will,  prove  us  wrong.

During  Language  Week. . 


Language  Dept.  Scores  Study  Gains 


Only  16  per  cent  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  autumn 
quarter  freshmen  who  were 
graduated  from  Utah  high 
schools  had  studied  a foreign 
language,  according  to  Dr.  Har- 
old W.  Lee,  chairman  of  the 
Language  Dept. 

Dr.  Lee  said  that  55  per  cent 
of  the  students  from  other  states 
had  studied  a foreign  language. 
However,  Dr.  Lee  added  that 
Utah  is  taking  steps  to  correct 
the  situation.  All  high  schools 
in  Utah  with  more  than  350 
enrolled  are  required  to  teach  a 
foreign  language. 

In  a statement  to  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Labor  and  Pub- 
lic Welfare  on  Feb.  6,  1958, 
Dr.  Lawrence  G.  Derthick  said 
that  most  Americans  who  do 
study  languages  seem  to  start 
too  late  and  stop  too  soon  to 
become  proficient. 

Dr.  Derthick  said,  “Until  re- 
cently little  attempt  has  been 
made  to  begin  language-learning 
in  American  schools  during  the 
period  most  favorable  for  learn- 
ing to  understand  and  speak  a 
second  language.” 

He  added,  “Traditionally  we 
have  waited  until  age  14  or  15. 
Then  we  have  attempted  the  im- 
possible by  providing  only  two 
years  on  the  average  in  high 
school  and  college  for  learning 
to  speak,  read  and  write  a second 
language.” 

Many  school  districts  in  the 
United  States  are  beginning  to 
teach  languages  in  the  elemen- 
tary grades.  One  example  is 
this:  more  than  1000  elemen- 
tary school  students  in  the  Al- 
pine School  District  (north 
part  of  Utah  County)  are 


studying  either  French  or 
Spanish  for  20  minutes  a day. 

Dr.  Alma  Burton,  district  sup- 
erintendent said,  “Pupils  cannot 
be  properly  educated  in  these 
times  without  an  opportunity  to 
learn  a foreign  language.” 

Of  the  500  faculty  members  at 
BYU,  162  can  speak,  read  and 
write  at  least  one  foreign  lang- 
uage. Fifty-three  have  lived 
abroad  and  eight  speak  a foreign 
language  as  their  native  tongue. 

Of  the  10,000  students  reg- 
istered, 624  are  fluent  in  at 
least  one  foreign  language. 
This  includes  367  of  the  more 
than  1600  returned  mission- 
aries to  foreign  lands,  81  stu- 
dents who  have  studied  abroad 
and  144  who  speak  a foreign 
language  as  their  native 
tongue. 

Dr.  A.  Ray  Olpin,  president 
of  the  University  of  Utah,  re- 
ported that  40  percent  of  the 
students  attending  the  univer- 
sity have  lived  abroad  for  one 
year  or  longer  and  that  approx- 
imately one  third  of  the  students 
read,  write  and  speak  a foreign 
language. 


“Forty-four  different  languag- 
es are  known  to  our  students, 
ranging  from  Cook  Island  Maori 
to  Russian,”  Dr.  Olpin  said. 

In  his  senate  report  Dr.  Der- 
thick said,  “The  requirement 
increasingly  today  is  for 
Americans  with  the  ability  to 
communicate  fully  in  a for- 
eign language — we  need  those 
who  can  speak,  write  and  read, 
with  particular  emphasis  upon 
the  spoken  language.” 

The  23  language  lab  booths  at 
BYU  give  46  students  the  op- 
portunity to  practice  the  spoken 
language  at  one  time,  Dr.  Lee 
stressed.  They  may  hear  the  na- 
tive voices  and  mimic  the  ac- 
cents. 

Six  additional  booths  have  | 
play  back  tape  recorders  so  stu- 
dents may  record  their  own 
voices  and  correct  pronunciation  j 
errors.

The  Audio-Visual  Center  of- 
fers services  in  the  fields  of 
graphic  arts,  recording  and  pub- 
lic address  services,  publications 
and  film  services. 

Citing  the  department  of  film 
services,  Jones  said  it  displayed 
many  of  the  extensive  activities 
of  the  AVC.  He  explained  that  it 
currently  is  serving  nine  LDS 
seminaries,  five  individual 
schools  and  14  school  districts, 
seven  of  them  outside  Utah,  un- 
der a contract  program  for  the 
entire  school  year. 

In  addition  to  these  services, 
an  experimental  progarm  to  pro- 
vide unlimited  services  to  LDS 
stakes  and  missions  is  presently 
under  study  and  consideration, 
he  added. 

On  the  BYU  campus  the 
film  services  are  made  avail- 
able to  daytime  classes,  lab- 
oratory schools,  the  teacher 
training  program  and  the  BYU 
stake.
